The Resurrection 


By the late H. A. Ironside 


A Sunday night sermon, preached to about 3,500 people 
at Moody Memorial Church, Chicago. 


“And the time of this ignorance God winked at; but 
now commandeth all men every where to repent: Because he 
hath appointed a day in the which he will judge the world 
in righteousness by that man whom he hath ordained; where- 
of he hath given assurance unto all men, in that he hath 
raised him from the dead.”’—Acts 17:30, 31. 


The entire passage, beginning 
with verse 16 and going on to the 
end of the chapter, is of tremen- 
dous interest, but I have no 
thought of attempting to explain 
it all, though I hope you will read 
it carefully at your leisure, if not 
thoroughly familiar with it, for it 
is undoubtedly one of the finest 
examples of preacher’s eloquence 
that we have anywhere in the Bi- 
ble. 


Paul appears here at his best 
from the human standpoint, but 
also speaks as a divinely inspired 
servant of Christ. Of Apollos we 
read elsewhere that he was “an 
eloquent man, and mighty in the 
scriptures,” and it is very evident 
from this sample sermon that Paul! 
was a man of the same stamp, 
though on the other hand he did 
not particularly cultivate what 
was simply rhetorical, lest the 
cross of Christ should be made of 
none effect. | 

But it was quite in keeping with 
his principle of being “made al! 
things to all men,” that, when he 
stood on Mars’ Hill, the very cen- 
ter of culture of the Greek world, 
he should meet those 

Proud Attic Philosophers 
on their own ground, So far as 
culture was concerned, he was 
every whit their equal, combining 
a thorough acquaintance with 


their literature, history, and cus- 
toms, with a deep knowledge of 
the Word of God to which they 
were strangers. Thus he gave them 
that day a new and arresting mes- 
sage such as they had never heard 
before, and possibly many were 
destined never to hear again.

Trustees Fire Asociate Professor Theodore Clark From New 
Orleans Baptist Theological Seminary Faculty, Over 
Infidel Book Which Denies the Deity of Christ, In- 
spiration of the Bible, the Blood Atonement and 
the other Historic Christian Doctrines 


Last year Macmillan published 
the book, Saved By His Life, by 
Dr. Theodore R. Clark, associate 
professor of theology of New Or- 
leans Baptist Theological Semi- 
nary. Many Southern’ Baptists 
have been burdé@hed about ~the 
outright infidelity in this book, 
and the teaching of the professor 
in this Southern Baptist Seminary. 
This editor wrote an extensive re- 
view of the book. However, we 
waited. and did not then publish 
the review, hoping that South- 
ern Baptist leaders would have 
the professor ousted. Now we con- 
gratulate the trustees of New Or- 
leans Seminary that this has been 
done. 

About the first week in March 
Southern Baptist magazines pub- 
lished the following announcement 
released by T. O. Winn, president 
of the board of Seminary trustees: 

“In the light of problems, 
which the board has dealt with 
over a period of several years, 


it accepted unanimously the 
recommendation of a= special 
committee that ‘Theodore R. 


Clark be relieved of his status 
as associate professor, and his 
teaching responsibilities as of 
March 12, 1960. 

“His salary will be continued 
for 12 months, and the possible 
renewal of his relationship to 
the institution may be reviewed 
on or before the expiration of 
a five-year period. His recently- 
published book is one of several 
instances in which the board has 
been confronted with questions 
as to limitations in the area of 
communication with students 
and hearers as well as content 
of lecture materials.” 

Again we say, we congratulate 
the board of trustees of New Or- 
leans Theological Seminary that 
Dr. Theodore Clark has been “re- 
lieved of his status as associate 


professor, and his teaching re- 
sponsibilities as of March 12, 
1960.” 


That was the proper thing to do. 
A man denying the inspiration of 
the Bible, the deity of the Lord 


Jesus, denying the blood atone- 
ment is not even saved. He is an 


infidel, holding exactly the same 
general position in regarding the 
essentials of Christian faith as 
Tom Paine and Bob Ingersoll and 
other infidels. He has no right to 
receive support as a Christian, 
much less as a teacher in a Chris- 
tian school of any kind. We con- 
gratulate the trustees on the ac- 
tion. Even more we congratulate 
a few fervent Bible-believing Bap- 
tist preachers who have worked on 
this matter for long months. And 
we congratulate some earnest min- 
isterial students in New Orleans 
Seminary who for years past have 
protested about the infidel teach- 
ings of Dr. Clark. We are glad he 
is now disconnected with the 
Seminary. 


Some Matters About Dr. 
Clark’s Dismissal 
Distress Us 

The case of Dr. Clark is an il- 
lustration, showing the need for 
constant vigilance of Christians. 
The Lord Jesus said, “Beware of 
false prophets, which come to you 
in sheep’s clothing, but inwardly 
they are ravening wolves” (Matt. 
7:15). And there are some disturb- 
ing factors in the case of Dr. Clark 
and-his dismissal which will con- 
cern good Christians everywhere. 

1. The Seminary trustees were 
evasive and not explicit in the 
reasons for Dr. Clark’s dismissal. 
The Florida Baptist Witness for 
March 17 editorially said: 4 

“We could wish that the Trus- 
tees had not imposed ‘limita- 
tions in the area of communica- 
tions’ upon themselves in re- 
leasing the report so that there 
might have been a bit clearer 
understanding of the reasons for 
their action on the part of all

tion, and that their confidence 
in the Convention-elected leader- 
ship of our Agencies and: Insti- 
tutions would have been raised 
to an even higher level by hav- 
ing a somewhat more detailed 
report of the action of the Semi- 
nary Trustees.” 

Then this Florida Baptist Wit- 
ness editor goes on to call atten- 
tion to the fact that Clark denied 
the blood atonement, that Clark 
says, “We should not speak of 
the Bible as the Word of God as 
such because it is not the Word 
of God in the sense that it con- 
sists of infallible revealed truths 
given to men in written form.’ He 
says, “An added far-reaching dis- 


tortion, asserts Clark, is ‘the 
identification of Christ with Je- 
Sus.’ Clark actually denies 


the incarnation as most of us have 
believed it.” The Florida Baptist 
Witness also reminds its readers 
that “Clark calls in question most 
of our conservative Baptist theo- 
logical concepts,” including immor- 
tality of the soul and eternal pun- 
ishment. 

Clark is an infidel in the same 
sense that Tom Paine and Bob 
Ingersoll were infidels, denying the 
deity of Christ, the blood atone- 
ment, the inspiration of the Bi- 
ble, eternal punishment, etc. To 
let the man go out with only the 
nominal slap on the wrist that he 
had “limitations in the area of 
communications’ seems to me 
hardly frank with the public and; 
I fear, did not properly safeguard 
all those who would read his book 
because it was written by a South- 


ern Baptist Seminary professor. 
The Florida Baptist Witness is 
right: the trustees should have 


been more explicit. 

2. I am distressed because this 
man’s salary, after he isea proven 
and acknowledged unbeliever in 
the historic Christian faith, ‘is still 
to be paid with God’s money, mon- 
ey given for Christ’s sake by 
Southern Baptists, for another full 
year! I do not believe that is any 
proper use of Co-operative Pro- 
gram funds, the support of a 
known infidel, after he being often 
reproved, is discharged. I would 
not feel comfortable giving any 
money to support such infidelity as 
Dr. Clark openly espouses, and I 
dare say many Southern Baptists 
feel the same. 

3. The trustees provide that 
“the possible renewal of his re- 
lationship to the institution may 
be reviewed on or before the ex- 
piration of a five-year period.” 
Why should the Seminary leave 
the door open and encourage 
Clark or other infidels that they 
may be more acceptable within a 
five-year period? 

4. Many of us are disturbed now 
as we have been fos several years 
past, because Dr. Clark stayed so 
long teaching his infidelity, before 
he was released. He has been 
teaching at New Orleans Seminary 
since 1949, more than ten years! 
He got his doctor’s degree from 
New Orleans Seminary, and so 
certainly his position there is well 
known to his closest associates on 
the faculty. His false teaching has 
been an issue for years, as the 
trustees themselves acknowledge 
in their published statements. T. 
©. Winn, president of the board, 
announced, “In the light of prob- 
lems which the board has dealt 
with over a period of several years, 
it accepted unanimously the recom- 
mendation of a special committee 
that Theodore R. Clark be re- 
lieved of his status as associate 
professor . . ™ 


For some ten years now students 
have been going out from New Or- 
leans Seminary after having been 
poisoned by the doubts and insinu- 
ations and open infidelity of Dr. 
Clark. It seems to me that to take 
ten years before one dismisses a 
‘man teaching open infidelity in 
a Baptist seminary is too long. 
And to send him away with a slap 
onthe wrist’ and. a full year’s ‘pay, 


and ‘a promise that his restora- 


tion may be considered at any 
time within five years puts the 
Seminary trustees too much on 
the side of Dr. Clark, I think, and 
not enough on the side of the hon- 
est, Bible-believing Baptists who 
have unsuspectingly paid his sal- 
ary for these ten years! 

Some two months ago a South- 
ern Baptist editor wrote me that 
“there are no modernists among 
Southern Baptists.” And he be- 
rated me for referring to certain 
teachings. at Southern Baptist 
Seminary at Louisville, the paid 
lectures of Dr. Nels F. S. Ferre, 
etc. He scoffed that he was on the 
inside and knew far more about 
it than I did. And at that time, 
Dr. Clark had been teaching in 
New Or'eans Bapttst Seminary ten 
yéars, denying the blood atone- 
ment, scoffing at “The Old Rug- 
ged Cross,” denying the deity of 
Jesus Christ and denying that the 
Bible is the very Word of God! 
He said no .modernism among 
Southern Baptists! I could not now 
trust his information or judgment 
on that matter. 

Does the New Orleans Seminary 
a@ministration have no way to find 
out if it is harboring wolves in 
sheep’s clothing? Did they ignore 
the pleas of earnest students who 
reported on Dr. Clark’s denial of 
the faith? Were they more con- 
cerned with keeping things all 
smoothed over in the minds of the 
people so they would give their 
money, than in a break with an 
infidel teacher? 


I do not know, and I do not 
charge the trustees. But I am say- 
ing that either the system or the 
bias of the administration and of 
Southern Baptist leaders, or some- 
thing else equally wrong has kept 
Dr. Clark in a professorship for 
ten years and more, denying the 
very essentials of the Christian 
faith! And all that time he was 
supported by unsuspecting Bible- 
believing Baptists who were 
taught they could give their money 
to the Co-operative Program in 
full assurance that none of it 
would be misspent or used against 
Christ and the Bible. 

>». And what about Dr. H. H. 
Stagg, who is still a professor in 
the New Orleans = Theological 
Seminary? Again and again for 
years past students have reported 
that Dr. Stagg is teaching the 
same general teaching which Dr. 
Clark has now put in a book. In 
fact, many think there is good 
reason to suppose that Dr. Clark 
learned his unbelief in New Or- 
leans Seminary under Dr. Stagg. 
Is there no way that the adminis- 
tration and trustees can know and 
prove where Dr. Stagg stands and 
stop this poison which is infecting 
thousands of young ministers who 
go to Southern Baptist seminaries 
for training? 


I say, I congratulate the trus- 
tees and I earnestly thank them 
for dismissing Dr. Clark. But |] 


frankly say I am disturbed by the 
slowness and reservations with 
which it was done.

The Bible. plainly commands, 
“Beware of false prophets” (Matt. 
7:15). The Bible plainly commands 
that we “should earnestly contend 
for the faith which was once de- 
livered unto the saints” (Jude 3). 
We are to deal with a man who 
preaches another gospel, another 
so-called theory of atonement, and 
Paul was inspired to write that if 
anybody should bring another gos- 
pel, “let him be accursed” (Gal. 
1:8, 9). 

Briefly, here is a book by the 
former Southern Baptist profes- 
sor, now discharged, who takes 
practically the position of Nels 
Ferre, the notorious liberal of An- 
dover-Newton Seminary, formerly 
of Vanderbilt University. 


Here Is Outright Modernism, 
Liberalism, Unbelief in the 
Historic Christian Faith 

Sometimes we find it necessary 
to defend sound doctrine and ex- 
pose heresies among Christian peo- 
ple who are born of God and who 
hold to the essentials of the his- 
toric Christian faith. A man may 
be wrong on baptism but be right 
on the inspiration of the Bible, the 
deity, blood atonement, virgin 
birth, and’ bodily resurrection of 
Jesus, and may have trusted Christ 
as Saviour. A man may he wrong 
on the premillennial return of 
Christ and yet be a born-again 
Christian. But a man cannot be es- 
sentially wrong on the person and 
atoning work of Jesus’Christ and 
be a Christian. He is an unbeliev- 
er, a modernist; and if. he teaches 
and preaches, he is a false prophet 
as described in the Scriptures, one 
not to be received as a Christian 
in the home or pulpit or school, 
and not to be bidden Godspeed or 
supported. 

We have reviewed the book, The 
Case for Orthodox Theology, by 
Dr. Edward John Carnell, and we 
have lamented that this man who 
signed a premillennial, fundamen- 
tal statement of faith and who 
looks largely to fundamental, pre- 
millennial, sepdrated Christians to 
support him and the Seminary, has 
forsaken the premillennial faith 
for the Reformed amillennial posi- 
tion and now sneers at separated 
fundamentalists, believes in evolu- 
tion, and says the Bible is not 
all equally inspired. (See our re- 
view in October 30 SworD OF THE 
Lorp).

the Bible is inspired, says that Je- | 
sus is God, believes in salvation 
by the blood, and we trust has 
saving faith in Christ.

But the case of Dr. Theodore R.

The Right to Strike 


The Chicago Tribune editorial- 
ized some months back about the 
tremendous strike problem we face 
in this nation. After a reference 
to the strike against the Kohler 
Company, which has been in prog- 
ress since April 5, 1954, and the 
now historic steel strike marathon, 
the editorial questioned: “How 
has the nation got itself into such 
a bind that one union leader can 
throttle the economy by shutting 
off an entire basic industry? And 
does the right to strike include 
the right to close an entire in- 
dustry forever?” 

In answer to the first question, 
the Tribune said: “There is no 
mystery about how we got to this 
pass. The American people, seek- 
ing to protect and nourish unions, 
long ago granted them through 
Congress power and immunities 
not accorded any other group in 
our society. One of the largest of 
these is the specific exemption 
from the antitrust laws, which 
means that unions are free to be 
monopolies. This monopoly power 
is what makes it possible for un- 
ions to strangle the economy by 
closing one (or more than one) 
entire basic industry.” 

In answering the second ques- 
tion, the editorial listed two pos- 
sible answers, then said: 

“But neither of these approach- 
es—economic attrition or Govern- 
ment intervention—is a solution; 
both duck the basic questions. To 
get a solution we must go back 
to the cause of the trouble, which 
is found in the privileges and pow- 
ers uniquely enjoyed by unions 
and which alone make possible 
strikes of this sort. 

“The right to strike is beyond 
dispute in our way of doing things. 
But there is no- God-given, Con- 
stitution-granted right of union 
leaders to continue a strike in- 
definitely regardless of cost to the 
nation. Nor is there any sanction 
in reason for the right to strike 
an entire industry; that right 
exists now only because of sins of 
legislative omission. 

“And if we would finally tackle 
this central question of union 
monopoly power we would resolve, 
for all practical purposes, the is- 
sue of how long a strike can be 
permitted to continue. For in that 
case a steel union might strike 
U. S. Steel or some other com- 
pany, but it would not be able 
to exercise the monopoly power 
of striking all simultaneously. The 
strike might conceivably drag on 
for five years or more, likegthe one 
at Kohler, but aiso like the one 
at Kohler, its effects would be lo- 
cai not national. 

“That is the way we must deal, 
sooner or later, with this problem 
of industry-wide strikes which are 
in fact strikes at the nation’s 


jugular.”

Professor Denies Christ's Deity, . . .

About the bodily resurrection? 
About the miracles of Jesus? He 
does not teach anything about 
‘them. The language he uses indi- 
cates that he would make the 
casual reader think that he_be- 
lieved in these historic doctrines 
of the Christian faith, but it comes 
out that he does not. 

Is the Bible the inspired Word 
of God? He quotes it again and 
again as if it were authoritative, | 


but then he reveals that he does} 


not believe the Bible is the Word 
of God. 

Is Jesus God? He uses the term: 
“Jesus Christ” again and again. 
But eventually he reveals that he 
does not believe Jesus is God, but 
only that the “Christ -God-Spirit” | 
rested on Jesus and revealed God. 
through Jesus. 


This book must arouse only, thé} 


scorn of honest. people. A man 
might be an infidel like Tom Paine 
pr Bob Ingersoll and ‘say so, 
while one might differ with him 
and might know that his infidelity 
represented a deliberate rejection 
of Christ and a deliberate choice of 
sin, there would be some respect 
for his forthrightness. But when 
a man takes the position that Dr. 
Clark takes but conceals it in a 
flood of words and does it delib- 
erately, there can be only scorn 
and disgust. 

Immediately after the quotation 
from the Preface above, Dr. Clark 
quotes Tillich on Karl Barth... 
“that he strenuously tries not to 
become his own follower,” and 
Dr. Clark earnestly hopes to be 
like Barth in this. That is, his 
statements need not be consistent 
with themselves, need not be logi- 
cal. If he appears to contradict 
himself, he will not mind. 

Oh, the bombastic words! On 
page 189 he speaks of man’s “exis- 
tential predicament and estrange- 
ment.” He says, “And by thus 
denying his own finitudé, man 
opens the floodgates’ of the - ‘de- 
monic’ or the illimitable stretches 
of ‘non-being.’” (The word fini- 
tude is used four times on. this 
page.) On the same page he says, 
“The threat of ‘beinglessness’ con- 
stitutes the ground of man’s exis- 
tential anxiety.”’ 

Dr. Clark says “The Lord Je- 
sus Christ’”’ when he does not mean 
that Jesus is the Christ of God. 
He speaks of the resurrection 
when he does not mean a literal 
resurrection. He speaks of salva- 
tion but he does not mean- what 
the Bible means and what South- 
ern Baptists generally mean by 
salvation. 

And we ought not to be sur- 
prised at the deceitfulness, the 
vagueness, the misleading lan- 
guage of this man who does not 
believe the Bible and who has 
forsaken the historic Christian 
faith. In the first place, a man 
who would steal the crown of 
deity from the head of Jesus 
Christ is not above lying. One who 
would spit on the blood does not 
have enough reverence for the 
truth. And the Bible gives plain 
warning on this matter. 

In Matthew 7:15 the Lord Jesus 
said, “Beware of false prophets, 
which come to you in _ sheep’s 
clothing, but inwardly they are 
ravening wolves.” Such § false 
prophets have on sheep’s clothing, 
and want to appear as men of 
God but they are ravening wolves. 

Paul solemnly warned in II 
Corinthians 11:13-15: 

“For such are false apostles, de- 
ceitful workers, transforming 
themselves into the apostles of 
Christ. And no marvel; for Satan 
himself is transformed into an 
angel of light. Therefore it is no 
great thing if his ministers also 
be transformed as the ministers 
of righteousness; whose end shall 
be according to their works.” 

God puts “deceitful workers”’ 
next to “false apostles.” 

In I Timothy 4:1 and 2 we are 
warned: ° 

“Now the Spirit speaketh ex- 
pressly, that in the latter times 
some shall depart from the faith, 
giving heed to seducing spirits, 
and ‘doctrines of devils; Speaking 
lies in hypocrisy; having their con- 
science seared with a hot iron.” 

Those who depart from the faith 
listen to seducing spirits, and they 
come “speaking lies in hypocrisy.” 

The same kind of warning is 
given again in II Peter 2:1-3: 

“But there were false prophets 
also among the people, even as 
~ there shall be false teachers among 


pcarnation, 


you, who privily shall ret in 
damnable heresies, even denying 
the Lord that bought them .and 
bring upon themselves swift de- 


their pernicious ways; by reason 
of whom the way of truth shall 
be evil spoken of. And. through 
covetousness shall they with 
feigned words make merchandise 
of you: whose. judgment now of 
‘a long time. lingereth not, and 
‘their damnation slumbereth not.” 


‘Notice these. false prophets come 
‘in “privily.’. They bring damnable 
heresies, even denying the Lord 
that bought them, but they pre- 
tend. .to love and worship , Him. 
They come, verse-3 telis.us, “with 
feigned words,” and through their 
‘covetousness they. hold - jobs. that 
are supported by. Bible-believing 
‘Christians .and thus. make . mer- 
}chandise of common Christians!, 


And Jude 4 warns us of “certain 
men crept in. unawares.” 


The deceit, the. “imprecise lan- 
guage” Dr. Clark says he. inten- 
tionally used, is characteristic of 
those who :go against the historic 
Christian faith. 


Will you note that the sharpest 
words I am using are Bible words. 
The warnings I am giving are Bi- 
ble’ warnings. The reader will ig- 
nore thern only to his peril. 


Dr. Clark Denies the Deity 
and Saviourhood of Jesus 


The casual reader of Dr. Clark’s 
book must remember.that “the 
reader will diso detect a certain 
imprecision in the choice of words. 
This to some extent is deliberate” 
(the Preface, page xiii). So, 
throughout the book. the terms 
“Jesus Christ” and “the Lord de- 
sus Christ” are used, but you are 
not therefore to think Clark be- 
lieves that Jesus Himself is God 
in the flesh. He?’ deliberately de- 
ceives and spiritualizes away the 
truth as do Barth and Nels Fer- 
re and others. He speaks of the 
“Incarnation” by which he simply 
means that some spirit of God, 
which spirit he calls the Christ, 
was manifested in Jesus. 


But chapter 2. takes up the ques- 
tion of “Saved by Jesus of Naza- 
reth.” He should have put a ques- 
tion mark by the chapter title be- 
cause the whole chapter is written 
to prove that one is NOT saved 
by Jesus of Nazareth. -After quot- 


r 


starts out: 


“The hymn ih by Robert 
Morris, among many others in 
church hymnals,_ reveals’_ that 
among numerous Christians there 
has appeared a kind of ‘Jesusola- 
try,’ a kind of ‘Jesus cult’. which, 
while ostensibly attempting to 
safeguard the truth of the In- 
actually distorts the 
Christian doctrine of Atonement 
and results in a sentimental and 
irrelevant ‘Jesus’ worship.” 

There is a footnote on the page 
telling which “other” hymns teach 
“Jesusolatry” or the worship. of 
Jesus. The footnote says, “Study 
the following hymns”: and he 
names “How Firm a Foundation,” 
“Pass Me Not,” “Safe in the 
Arms of Jesus,” “We Would See 
Jesus,” “Jesus and Shall It Ever 
Be,” “Jesus the Very Thought of 
Thee,” “Jesus Saves,” “Jesus Is 
Calling,” “Tell It to Jesus.” 

Note he is saying these hymns 
teach a “Jesusolatry,” or a “Jesus 
cult” or what Dr, Clark calls “a 
sentimental and irrelevant ‘Jesus’ 
worship.” 

Then he says, “Christianity must 
restudy its position and make 
whatever readjustment is neces- 
sary.” 

The chapter closes, speaking dis- 
paragingly of “the ‘Jesus cult’ type 
of theology,” the ‘“‘theology of the 
Incarnation,” this “theology of the 
past.” 

With these words Dr. Clark con- 
tinues, but he makes himself clear- 
er far over in the book. On page 
‘122 he outlines his position a little 
clearer. 

“The history of Christian the- 
ology reveals that at least three 
elemental and far reaching distor- 
tions of the Christian faith have 
occurred in the course of time. 
The first involved the identifica- 
tion of the Word of God with hu- 
man wisdom and words, the second 
the identification of Christ with 
Jesus, and the third the identifica- 
tion of the Church with history.” 

Dr. Clark speaks of “far-reach- 


ing distortions of the Christian 


struction.

But notice he says that the 
second far-reaching distortion is 
“the identification of Christ with 
Jesus.” To say Jesus Himself is 
the Christ is a distortion of the 


Christian faith, says Dr. Clark, 


and that is one of the main things 
wrong with the “theology of the 
past.” He says that the Christ 


| Spirit came on Jesus, but that Je- 


sus was not the Christ. 

Here he goes in direct opposition 
to the plain statement of Peter 
who said, “Thou art the Christ, 
about 
which Jesus said, “Blessed art 
thou; Simon Bar-jona: for flesh 
and: blood hath not revealed it 
unto thee, but*my Father which 
is in heaven” (Matt. 16:16, 17). 

Then chapter 8 is given over 
entirely to the;discussion of this 
“second distortion of* Christian 
theology,” and the says, “Here we 
shall attempt to deal with another 
distortion; namely, the identifica- 
tion of the Christ with Jesus of 
Nazareth.” He had already dis- 
cussed in chapter seven “an un- 
critical and unbiblical identifica- 
tion: of ‘the Word of God with hu- 
man wisdom and words,” that is, 
the identification of the Bible as 
the Word of God. And here he 
says, about calling the Bible the 
Word of God and calling Jesus of 
Nazareth the Christ, “In principle 
these two distortions are alike in 
that both fail to distinguish suf- 
ficiently between the divine and 
the human, the infinite and the 
finite. Both tend to embrace a 
‘theology of the past... .” 

-He is saying that Jesus is fi- 
Nite, that the Christ is infinite. He 
is saying that the Bible is finite, 
limited, human, but that the Word 
of God is infinite and that they are 
not the same. 

So, when in the book later Dr. 
Clark speaks of “the risen Christ” 
he does not mean that Jesus rose 
from the dead. He simply means 
that the Spirit which came on 
Jesus is still alive. 


Dr. Clark Denies the Bible 
Doctrine of Being Saved 
by the Blood 


Chapter 3 of the book is titled, 
“Saved by the Blood of the Lamb.” 
And again a question mark should 
have been added to the title, .for 
the whole chapter is written to 
deny that people are saved by the 
blood of the Lamb. 

The chapter starts off with a 
quotation of the great old gospel 
song: 


“What can wash away my sin? 
NOTHING BUT the blood of Jesus; 

What can make me whole again? 
NOTHING BUT the blood of Jesus. 


“Oh, precious is the flow 
That makes me white as snow: 
No other fount | know, 
NOTHING BUT the blood of Jesus.” 
(emphasis our own) 


The next sentence says: 

“The “nothing but’ of the above 
hymn by Robert Lowry is indica- 
tive of a ‘theology of the Cross’ 
which has led, I think, to a most 
serious distortion of the Christian 
faith. Countless hymns have been 
written and sung, innumerable 
books have been published and 
read, and myriads of sermons 
have been preached to attentive 
audiences to the effect that sal- 
vation is to be found in the ‘blood 
of the Lamb’ or in the ‘Cross of 
Jesus.’ Multitudes have been urged 
to 
‘; . « Cling to the old rugged cross, 

And exchange it some day for a crown.’ 


“Many intricate and even re- 
pugnant ‘theories of the Cross’ 
have been formulated to explain 
the ‘meaning of the Cross’ to those 
who are concerned with under- 
standing this ‘work of Jesus’ for 
the reconciliation of man to God 
and the saving of men’s souls 
from death and hell. The assump- 
tion has been that this work, Je- 
sus’ death on the Cross, stands 
alone or is at least more important 
than other aspects of the Total 
Event of Jesus as the Christ. For 
example, few books on the Cross 
reveal more insight into the mean- 
ing of the Cross than does P. T. 
Forsyth’s The Cruciality of the 
Cross, but it is at least an open 
question as to whether the Cross 


is any more crucial or central than 
any other event in the total work 
of God in Christ.” 

Note that the “theology of the 
Cross” is hated by Clark who 
calls it “a most serious distortion 
of the Christian faith.” He is 
against sermons “to the effect that 
salvation is to be found in: the 
‘blood of the Lamb’ or in the 
‘Cross of Jesus.’” He particularly 
mentions dislike for the song, 
“The Old Rugged Cross.” 

Then he says, “But it is at least 
an open question as to whether the 
Cross is any more crucial or cen- 


tral than any other event in the] 


total work of God in Christ.” He 
says it is wrong to assume that 
“Jesus’ death on the cross stands 
alone or is at least more important 
than other aspects of the Total 
Event of Jesus as the Christ.” 


Conflicts With Dr, Boyd Hunt 
of Southwestern 


Dr. Clark’s position is in direct 
conflict with the old-time position 
of historic Christianity held by 
Southern Baptists. This is evident 
when he quotes and differs with 
Dr. W. Boyd Hunt, Professor of 
Theology at Southwestern Baptist 
Theological Seminary, in the 
article “Atonement” in the En- 
cyclopedia of Southern Baptists, 
Broadman Press. Dr. Clark, on 
page 213, quotes Dr. Hunt’s state- 
ment: 

“The final revelation of God was 
made at the cross; everything else 
in the New Testament record is 
subordinate to this central event.” 


Dr. Clark then says, “The writer 
then proceeds to indicate at some 
length that the essential ground 
for the Christian doctrine of the 
Atonement is the death of Jesus.” 
Dr. Clark agrees that this is the 
usual orthodox view, but he says 
it is wrong the way theologians 
prove “that the Cross, and the 
Cross alone, constitutes the sole 
ground of the atonement.” He con- 
tinues, “But in my opinion this is 
an uncritical, an unscientific, and 


an unbiblical method of exegesis 


which has resulted in serious dis- 
tortions of the Christian faith... .” 

So Dr. Clark is teaching against 
the Atonement as believed by 
Southern Baptists. 


On page 31 Dr. Clark writes: 

“No matter how much impor- 
tance one may attach to the death 
of Jesus with regard to the whole 
purpose of God in reconciling the 
world to Himself, he should never 
interpret Paul as regarding the 
Cross as an act of righteousness 
as such that merits salvation for 
those who accept this act as a 
‘ransom,’ ‘satisfaction,’ or ‘substi- 


'tute’ for their sinful condition.” 


Then chapter 4 is entirely on 
“The Theology of the Cross.” And 
Dr. Clark in great detail berates 
the hymn, “The Old Rugged 
Cross.” He says, “This hymn is 
misleading because it implies that 
the Cross alone is sufficient for 
the pardoning and sanctifying of 
sinners.” Then Clark wickedly 
pretends that Christians who be- 
lieve in being saved by the blood 
never preach the resurrection of 
Christ or the power of the resur-

rection, but he does so to deceive 
and to take away from the empha- 
sis on the blood of Christ as pay- 
ing for man’s sin. And he discusses 
in detail the teaching that the 
cross meant Christ is our ransom, 
Christ satisfied the justice of God 
and that Christ died as a substi- 
tute for sinners. He, of course, 
denies all of these teachings in- 
volved in the atoning death of 
Christ on the cross, 


He decries the hymns about the 
cross.in Christian worship and he 
names “My Jesus, I Love Thee,” 
and “Down at the Cross Where 
My Saviour Died,” and “There Is 
a Fountain Filled With Blood,” 
and “Jesus Paid It All,” “Calvary,” 
“My. Redeemer,” “Just As I Am,” 
“Near the Cross,” “I Gave My 
Life for Thee,” “At the Cross” by 
Isaac Watts, “Redeemed” by Fan- 
ny Crosby, and “Nothing But the 


Blood.” Then he sums up the mat- | 


ter by saying, “However, it is my 
opinion that many of the hymns 
now used by Christians in worship: 
are inadequate and misleading in’ 
theology, and therefore need to be 
revised or else excluded from 
Church hymnals” (Page 65). 

Dr. Clark has written some oth- 
er hymns of his own he would like 
to see used in substitution for the 
hymns about the cross. One of 
them on page 68 has a stanza, 


“Who alone has Immortality 

And dwells in unapproachable Light? 
‘Tis God the Father who openly 

Revealed in The Man in Whom was Life 
That men may hope in the midst of strife.” 


Note he says that only God the 
Father has immortality and Jesus 
is the Man, no immortal. 

And he sums it up on page 69 
at the close of the chapter on “The 
Theology of the Cross” by saying, 
“When salvation is understood to 
be grounded solely in the ‘blood 
of the Lamb,’ it is but a short 
step from that to a concept of sal- 
vation rooted in the man Jesus, 
or in a theology of the ‘past.’”’ 


So Clark clearly denied the deity 
of Jesus and denies salvation by 
the blood of the cross. 


Dr. Clark Denies the Inspira- 
tion and Authority of the 
Bible as the Very -Word 
of God 


In his Preface Dr. Clark says 
he agrees with David Elton True- 
blood for a readjustment of the- 
ology, “Only then shall we be able 
to.meet the challenge of science 
and all others with. a living Chris- 
‘tian faith and a living Truth no 
longer bound by the dogmas and 
traditions of the past .. .” (Pre- 
face, page xiii). 

From page 122 we quoted the 
three distortions of the Christian 
faith which have occurred. He says, 
“The first involved the identifica- 
tion of the Word of God with hu- 
man wisdom and words.” And 
what does this gobbledygook 
mean? 

Then in detail he explains this 
“first distortion” on page 123. 

And the next paragraph starts 
out, “The development we have 


described briefly above we shall 


nn 


label ‘biblicism.’” He says that 


the blending of the Hebrew and 
Greek ideas brought it about that 
“In due time Christians came to 
accept the Old and New Testa- 
ments as divinely inspired oracles 
given directly to the minds of the 
writers, therefore containing in- 
fallible divine truths and instruc- 
tions for Christian morality” (page 
124). 


He thinks that the doctrine of 
the verbal inspiration of the Bible 
came during the Reformation, and 
of the Reformers he said, ““The Bi- 
ble beeame for them, and for many 
who have followed them, the very 
Word of God in written form to be 
accepted without question and to 
be read and interpreted in the lit- 
eral sense”’ (page 125). This idea 
he hates, and on the same page 
he said: 


“Many Christians are coming to 
understand that the dogma of an 
infallible Bible is, in a sense, a 
form of idolatry. "The fundamen- 
talist notion of an inerrant Bible 
is not only untenable,’ say . two 
contemporary writers, ‘it is a form 
of idolatry, a kind of perversion 
which exalts the finite and the 
fallible to a place of authority 
belonging to God alone.’ ”’ 

But the Bible is not the Word 
of God, he says. The Word of God 
is simply “rather as ‘communion’ 
with God Himself” (page 129). 


On page 130 he says: 


“For this reason we must not! 


speak of the Bible as the Word 
of God as such, because it is not 
the Word of God in this sense, that 


is, in the sense that it consists of 
infallible revealed truths given to 
men in written form. The Bible, 
therefore, is not to be equated 
with the Word of God, for to do so 
is to identify the Word of God 
with human reason and words.” 


Clark teaches in a Southern 
Baptist Seminary that the Bible 
is not the Word of God, that Jesus 
is not the Christ, that people are 
not saved by the blood. 


He refers again and again to 
Scriptures as if he believed them. 
But they are only of “historical” 
interest showing how God may 
have revealed Himself to people 
in the past. 


On’ page. 29: he says, “Matthew 
alone gives the account of the 
Shaking of the earth and the rais- 
ing of the saints from the dead 


fat the moment of Jesus’ .expira- 


tion. Whether “this is authentic 
history or Matthean interpretation 
is beside the point.’ He does not 
believe the Bible’ is the Word of 
God nor that it’ is accurate and 


‘true. 


A Solemn Warning to Christians | 
Dr. Clark taught for more than 


ten years at New Orleans Baptist 
Seminary. Leaders could not be 
convinced of his denial of the 
faith. Remember, spiritual wolves 
come in sheeps’ clothing. The night 
Dr. Clark was dismissed he was 
given by friends a testimonial din- 
ner. “Beware of false. prophets’! 
“Contend earnestly for the faith.” 
Take heed lest you support in- 
fidelity.

The men of Israe! told the king 
about it, and David went to King 
Saul. When the king, realized 
David was in earnest, he armed 
David with his armour, put a hel- 
met of brass on his head, and 
armed him with a coat of mail. 
Saul wasn’t going to use it; so he 
put his armour on David! 

I think we can learn something 
here. David, a boy, put on Saul’s 
armour, You can imagine how it 
fit. David had enough sense to 
take it off again. Too many men 
try to be somebody else. I am not 
going to dwell on this, but listen! 
God didn’t make you like anybody 


else. If he had wanted you to be 


like John Rice, or Bob Jones, or 
somebody else, Hé would have 
made you that way. Be what you 
are and let the other guy be what 
he is. Thank God for the other 
man, but you be what God wants 
you to be. 


So David went out and picked 
up five stones from the brook, 
drew near the Philistines. Here 
came Goliath and the man carry- 
ing his shield went before him. 
Goliath looked. Here is his ad- 
versary, a young boy with a stick 
in one hand and a slingshot in the 
other. When Goliath realized this 
was the fellow who had come to 
fight him, he was disgusted, out- 
raged. “The idea! Am I a dog, 
that you come to me with sticks?” 
I don’t suppose Goliath even took 
time to get his shield. He lifted 
up his visor so he could see, but 
that was the last mistake he 
made! He had that big spear and 
he said, “Boy, just you wait until 
you come another step!” David 
said, “I’ve got news for you: I 
ain't going to come any closer!” 
David just put a rock in that sling, 
wound it up and let it fly, hitting 
Goliath in the forehead. Goliath 
fell like a tree in the forest. David 
ran up, grabbed Goliath’s sword 
and cut that giant’s head off. 
When the Philistines saw their 
champion was dead they said, “If 
a boy can do that to our champion, 
what can the men do when they 
get started”; so they fled.

“Goliath? Phooey!” After Goliath 
said, “You have come out here like 
you thought I was a dog,” David 
said to him, “You have come to me 
with a sword, with a spear, and 
with a shield. You have come to 
me as an armed man, but:I come 
to you in the name of the ford 
God of hosts.’’ David said, “I have 
come in the name of the Lord.” 
And God gave the victory.

I have been in Philadelphia a 
number of times for revivals and 
have always wished it would snow 
while I was there. One day there 
came a snow. I drove my car out 
to Valley Forge, just a few miles 
away, parked it and walked up 
on the prairie where the German 
general drilled the troops of 
George Washington that dread win- 
ter. | walked up the slope and saw 
the little Fort Washington—just 
a bunch of little semi-circle earth 
works. My feet were sopping wet 
since I had no rubbers. I remem- 
bered that here years before gal- 
lant men had walked with their 
feet tied with rags and they left 
bloody footprints in the snow. 

I drove on around to the little 


creek. There was a stone house, 
still standing, where Washington 
had lived, his headquarters. I 


asked the caretaker if I might go 
in alone. He gave me a key. The 
door had two parts—top and bot- 
tom. I unlocked it and walked in. 
Here was the general’s office; here 
is where he schemed; here 
where he almost despaired; here is 
where he made the plans and 
strategy. 

Then I went into the kitchen. 
The great kettles were still there 
in the fireplaces where they did 
the cooking. I went upstairs into 
the bedroom. Then I came down 
and locked the door, carried the 
key back, then walked out. Here 
is the little creek, snow-covered. I 
crossed the creek and went over 
among the trees. I remembered 
that here Washington had gone 
to pray. That cold day as I stood 
in the snow with bared head I 
fancied I could see General Wash- 
ington, and I listened. I saw him 
as he knelt; saw him take off the 
hat and throw it down in the 
snow and push back his wig. He 
leaned forward, held his hands on 
his forehead in the snow. I heard 
him say, “O God, I have tried to 
do right, but I don’t have what it 
takes.

I don’t have enough 
trained generals and trained com- 
manders. Lord, my only hope is in 
Thee.” 

Some months later I fancy I 
again stood by Washington’s side 
on the banks of the Delaware Riv- 
er. And I saw ice floes coming 
down that dark sullen stream and 
ragged men with guns. And I saw 
them loading men in those boats, 
then crossing the Delaware and 
taking Trenton. I saw them as 
they came down and _ beseiged 
Yorktown. And I heard Washing- 
ton say, “Lafayette, you fire first.” 
And the young genera! said, “No, 
the honor is yours.” Cornwallis 
surrendered to Washington! Amer- 
ica gained independence. 

We are a nation built on the 
faith of little men who didn’t have 
much except confidence and faith 
in Almighty God and a burning 
heart to do His will.

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Gentiles sacrificed, they sacrificed 
to demons, and not to God; he 
knew that ‘he was probably the 
only man in that city who had a 
knowledge of the true and living 
God, and of His Son, the Lord Je- 
sus Christ, and yet for the time 
being he saw no opportunity to 
give his message. 

A Jewish synagogue, however, 
attracted his attention, and en- 
tering it, he claimed his right as 
a recognized teacher to speak, and 
there he presented the Gospel, dis- 
puting with the adherents of Ju- 
daism, and, with proselytes, who 
were doubtless weary of the un- 
satisfactory character of idola- 
trous rites and ceremonies, and 
had sought out this place of in- 
struction in the law of Moses. 


In the marketplace also he ad- 
dressed himself to individuals, and 
sometimes little groups would 
gather about him to whom he pro- 
claimed- the wondrous story of 
God's grace in Christ Jesus to a 


lost world. Little by little he drew 
the attention of the people, who 
were always interested in that 


which seemed new and strange. So 
we need not be surprised that at 
last certain philosophers of the 
Epicureans and the Stoics became 
interested in him and his teaching. 


The Epicureans 
were those who said that man’s 
supreme good is found in trying to 
please himself, that there is no use 
denying oneself: make the best of 
life by getting all the pleasure out 
of it you can, for you are going 
to be dead a long time. We can 
hear the echo of this in the so- 
called self-expression, philosophy of 
our day. “We are in the hands of 
a remorseless fate: we had noth- 
ing to say about coming into the 
world, and there is no telling what 
will happen when we leave it. Just 
grit your teeth, don’t show the 
white feather, make up your mind 
that ‘what cannot be cured must 
be endured.” Stoicism has come 
down through the ages as the syn- 


onym for patient endurance. 
Some of these philosophers 
asked, “What will this babbler 


say?’’ To them he seemed to be 
setting forth new gods. New gods 
in Athens! They had searched the 
world to find all of them. They 
had shrines for the gods of Baby- 
lon, Phoenicia, Greece, Egypt, and 
Rome. They worshipped them all, 
and yet this man seemed to know 
something about some new ones, 
because Paul preached “Jesus and 


the resurrection.” They thought 
that “Anastasis’”’ (resurrection) 
was another god. They had the 


god of peace, the god of victory, the 
god of justice, the god of love, all 
these different deified human at- 
tributes, and now they thought, 
“This man seems to have two new 


gods, one called Jesus, and the 
other. resurrection. We would like 
to hear more about them.” And 


they took him up to Mars’ Hill, or 
the Areopagus. This overlooked 
Athens, and was where the phi- 
losophers met for discussion. So 
they.invited Paul to come up there 
and expound his new doctrines. 
Led by them, he wended his way 
to the meeting place, and at once 
begam to proclaim the message 
that he had been yearning to give 
them for so long. 

He took his text from an in- 
scription he had seen on one of 
their.altars, and said, as it were, 
“T see you are a very religious 
people. You seem to worship every 
god known to the Greeks, and al! 
other nations, and as I walked 
about I noticed an altar with the 
inscription, 

“To The Unknown God” 
Just such an altar has been un- 
earthed recently. It was evident 
that these Athenians feared lest 
they might be neglecting some god 
whose name had not been com- 
municated to them, and so they 
set up the altar that had attracted 
Paul’s attention. 
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‘What a splendid text it made. 

They recognized the fact that 
there might be a god of whom 
they had never heard. And so Paul 
said, “Whom, therefore, ye ignor- 
antly worship, him declare 1 un- 
to you.” I am here, in other words, 
to tell you whe the unknown God 
is. How can anyone make.known 
the unknown? God has made Him- 
self known in the person of His 
blessed Son, the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Paul was there, indeed, to present 
Jesus and the resurrection, and let 
me say that no man preaches the 
Gospel unless he does preach Je- 
sus and the resurrection. 


There is no Gospel for guilty 
sinners apart from Christ, for the 
Gospel! is God’s message about His 
blessed Son. The Gospel is not 
good advice to be obeyed, it is 
good news to be believed, and that 
good news concerns the Lord Je- 
sus Christ, who came from the 
Glory that He had with the Father 
from all eternity down to the sor- 
row and anguish of the cross of 
Calvary, where He bared His 
breast, that the sword of divine 
justice might be sheathed in His 
heart. He took our place and en- 
dured what we deserved. But that 
alone would not be the Gospel; 
there is something more needed. 
Paul preached 

Jesus And— 

And what? “And the resurrec- 
tion.” Every sermon that he ever 
preached was an Easter sermon; 
every sermon that the early apos- 
tles preached was an Easter ser- 
mon, for wherever they went they 
preached that Christ died for our 
sins, that He was buried, and rose 
again. The essence of: their mes- 
sage was that He “was delivered 
for our offences, and was raised 
again for our justification” (Rom. 
4:25). 

So Paul preached Jesus and the 
resurrection, and we today pro- 
claim the same, and we tell you 
in His Name, “That if thou shalt 
confess with thy mouth the Lord 
Jesus, and shalt believe in thine 
heart that God hath raised him 
from the dead, thou shalt be saved. 
For with the heart man believeth 
unto righteousness; and with the 


mouth confession is made unto sal- 


vation” (Rom, 10:9, 10). 
Notice how Paul prepared the 
ground for his message. 


The Creator and the Created 

First of all, they were reminded 
that the Creator must be greater 
than that which is created, and 
Paul directed their attention to 
the visible universe. It was very 
evident that the God who made 
it all could not be confined in one 
of their temples. He says, “God 
that made the world and all things 
therein, seeing that he is Lord of 
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heaven and earth, dwelleth not in 
temples made with hands; Neither 
is worshipped with men’s hands, 
as though he needed anything, see- 
ing he giveth to all life, and 
breath, and all things.” He is not 
the God of one nation, but of all 
nations, and we are really one 
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people, for He “hath made of one 
blood all nations of men for to 
dwell on all the face of the earth, 
and hath determined the times be- 
fore appointed, and the bounds of 
their habitation.’’ He has put up- 
on men the responsibility to know 
Him, for He is not far from any 
of us. 


There is no man anywhere that 
can say in the Day of Judgment, 
“I wanted to find God and could 


pnot,”’ for “Closer is He than breath- 


ing, nearer than hands and feet.” 


He is so close that if men will 
feel after Him, will stretch up 
empty hands toward Him, they 


will find His great strong hands 
reaching down to lay hold of them. 
God will never permit it to be said 
that any man honestly sought the 
way of life and failed to find it; 
that any man really wanted to be 
saved, and cried to God unheard. 


This answers a question that 
troubles a good many people. I 
am often asked, 


“What About the Heathen 
that have never heard the Gospel? 
Are they going to be damned be- 
cause they. have never heard?” No 
matter where a heathen man may 
be today, if he wants to know God, 
and honestly reaches out after 
Him, God will make Himself re- 
sponsible to give that man light 
enough to be saved, for ‘He is 
not far from any one of us, if 
haply they might feel after him, 
and find him.’ 


This is the only place in the 
New Testament where we get the 
word “feel.” I have often urged 
people to trust the Lord Jesus, and 
told them how He died for them, 
bore their sins on the cross, and 
that if they wil! believe on .Him, 
He has given His own Word that, 
“Whosoever believeth on him shall 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life.” And then they say, “Well, I 
do believe, but I don’t feel any dif- 


ferent.” That has nothing to do 
with it. The word “feel” is not a 
Christian word at all. The only 


place it occurs in the New Testa- 
ment is here where Paul is speak- 
ing of the heathen. But you have 
an open Bible, you do not need to 
feel after God. What you need to 
do is to believe the testimony that 
He has given, and then you will 
be saved. “Believe on the Lord Je- 


sus Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved, and thine house” (Acts 
16:31). That is the word of the 


living God given through His ser- 


| vants of old. 


“Feel” and “Feeling” 

I said the word “fee!” is found 
only once in the New Testament, 
but the word “feeling” is found 
twice: once in Ephesians 4:19 
where it speaks of certain Gentiles 
and says, “Who being past feel- 
ing have given themselves over 
unto lasciviousness, to work all un- 
cleanness with greediness;” and 
again in Hebrews 4:15, “We have 
not an high priest which cannot be 


touched with the feeling of our 
infirmities.” Apart from these 
three instances, we do not find 


the words “feeling’’ or “feel” used 
in the New Testament. The mo- 
ment you believe in Jesus, the mo- 
ment you trust in Him, you pass 
out of death into life, out of con- 
demnation into justification before 
the throne of God. 


In John 5:24, Jesus says, “Veri- 
ly, verily, I say unto you, he that 
heareth my word, and believeth 
on him that sent me, hath ever- 
lasting life, and shall not come in- 
to condemnation; but is passed 
from death unto life.” Notice the 


Five Divisions of John 5:24 


1. “HE THAT HEARETH MY Worp.”’ 
Face this; be honest with your 
own heart. Have you heard the 
Word of the Son of God? Have 
you heard Him speaking to you 
through this blessed Book? 


2. “AND BELIEVETH ON HIM THAT 
SENT Me.” Do you in your heart 
believe that God sent the Lord 
Jesus Christ to be the sinner’s 
Saviour, to die for you on the 
cross, to rise from the dead for 
your justification? ‘ 

3. “HATH EVERLASTING LIFE.” 
When do you get it? When you 
die? No, you get it now, from the 
moment you believe, from the mo- 
ment you hear the Word of the 


Son of God, and believe’in Him as. 


the One whom the Father sent 
into the: world to be the sinner’s 
Saviour. The trouble today is that 


people are stumbling over its very 
simplicity. 

I heard of a man whd~wanted 
to be saved and he was told to do 
penance for sin by putting hard 
dried. peas in his shoes, and walk- 
ing on them so many hours a day. 
This poor man did this and limped 
around the streets trying to make 
atonement, It would have done him 
just as much good if he had boiled 
the peas first. 


But people are willing to do all 
kinds of hard things. They are like 
Naaman, who, when the prophet 
commanded, “Go wash in the Jor- 
dan seven times,” said, “That is 
too easy a way.” But he had a wise 
old servant who suggested, “If the 
prophet had bid thee do some 
great thing, wouldest thou not 
have done it?’’ Why, of course he 
would. “How much rather then, 
when he saith unto thee, wash and 
be clean?” If you had to give a 
great deal of money, say a great 
many prayers, make long pilgrim- 
ages, do vast numbers of charit- 
able deeds, in order to get life 
eternal, how many of you would 
be willing to do these things? How 
much more when He saith to thee, 
“Believe and live.” 

4. “SHALL NOT COME INTO CON- 
DEMNATION.” Think of it! The Ro- 
man Catholic Version reads, Amen, 
amen, I say unto you, whoso hears 
my word and ‘believes him that 
sent me, has eternal life and comes 
not into judgment, but is passed 
out of death into life.” Is that not 
good news? Not a word about pur- 
gatory, not a word about confes- 
sion to a priest, not a word about 
sacramental observances, not a 
word about penance; but here and 
now, the moment you put your 
trust in the *Lord Jesus Christ, 
your sins are gone and you will 
never come into judgment, but you 
have everlasting life. It is all for 
you. That is the Gospel Paul 
preached. And notice the next 
point, 

>. “IS PASSED FROM DEATH UN- 
TO LIFE.” It is a settled complete 
salvation, giving a new standing 
before God to the believing sinner. 

Observe the THREEFOLD LINK 
WITH RESURRECTION : 


I, Resurrection and Repentance 

But what if men do not accept 
it? Then there is the judgment. 
He says that God has been very 
gracious with the heathen, “The 
tintes of this ignorance God winked 
at; but now commandeth all men 
everywhere to REPENT.” “‘Repent”’ 
means to change your mind com- 
pletely, to have a new attitude. 
You had an idea you could save 
yourself by your good works, but 
you change your mind, and now 
admit that you cannot do a thing 
to save yourself, but that Christ 
must do it al!. That is repentance, 
a change of attitude toward God. 
Instead of trying to do anything 
to save yourself, let Jesus do it 
all. 

God “commandeth all men ev- 
erywhere to repent: Because he 
hath appointed a day, in the which 
he will judge the world in right- 
eousness, by that man whom he 
hath ordained.” God is going to 
judge the world in righteousness, 
but your case can be settled out 
of court, and settled today, so that 
you need never think of coming 
into judgment. But if you reject 
Christ, some day you must give 
account before His judgment 
throne. 


II. Resurrection and Assurance 

“Whereof he hath given ASSUR- 
ANCE unto a!] men, in that he hath 
raised him from the dead.” The 
resurrection of our Lord Jesus 
Christ is the ground of our as- 
surance, that we shall live again 
after these bodies die. He says, 
“Because I live ye shall live also.” 
We are told that, “As in Adam all 
die, so in Christ shall all be made 
alive.” Thus God has given assur- 
ance to all men of a life after 
death, “in that he hath raised him 
from the dead.’ In the second 
place, He has given assurance un- 
to all men that the sin question 
is settled in the death of Christ 
by raising His Son from the dead. 

Here is 4 man who has gone to 
prison for somebody else. He knew 
the other man was guilty, but 
knew too, that, in order to prove 
his own innocence he would have 
to expose his friend, and so he 
goes into court, and hears the 
sentence to go to prison for one 


‘year. What must be the feelings 


of the other man outside? He says, 


-“T have sent that man there; I de- 


serve to go, but he is there in my 
place.”” Perhaps he goes to see him 
and the man says, “I took your

My wife and I felt led to 
send THE Sworp to him and oth- 
ers Of our college friends along 
about this time. 

This fellow later wrote to tell 
how he had been just ready to 
give up fhe ministry, had been 
thoroughly disillusioned with his 
modernistic philosophy. Then he 
received the first issue of THE 
SWORD OF THE LorpD from our gift 
subscription. In it was a sermon 
by William Jennings Bryan on the 
inspiration and authority of the 
Bible. This young preacher eagerly 
read the message, was convicted 
in his heart, and got down on his 


knees and turned from his lib- 
eralism to the Lord.

I think of a woman who sent

content; you let me endure it.” 
The other roams the streets and 
says, “I wonder how long he will 
be content; I wonder how long 
before he tells the whole story.” 
But by and by a year has passed, 
and walking down the street one 
day he sees the one who went to 
prison for him, and he rushes up 
and says, ‘““‘What does this mean?” 
“It means,” is the reply, “that 
you have nothing to fear now. The 
sentence has all been endured.” 


So He, our blessed Lord, bore 


Lon the tree the sentence for us, 


and now we who were once guilty 
sinners are free—‘“Christ being 
raised from the dead dieth no 
more.” The resurrection is the 
proof that the sin question has 
been settled, that God is satisfied. 
“He hath given assurance unto all 
men, in that he hath raised him 
from the dead.” 


Iii. Resurrection and Reckoning 
In the third place, we have as- 


surance in the resurrection of Je- 
sus Christ, that some day all men 
are going to GIVE ACCOUNT to Him: 
This will be when He sits upon 
the Great White Throne. Think of 
giving account of your sins to Him 
after all He had done to save you 
from them. 

Notice the THREEFOLD RESPONSE 
that Paul’s message had that day. 
“When they heard of the resur- 
rection of the dead, some mocked; 
and others said, We will hear thee 
again of this matter .... How- 
beit, certain men clave unto him, 
and believed.” I wonder if there 
are not people manifesting these 
three different attitudes toward 
the message today. 


The Mockers 
“SOME MOCK,” some ridicule, 
some say, “Oh, we cannot believe 
this message about Jesus and the 
resurrection. We cannot accept it. 
We do not see how He could die 
for sinners, and rise again, and 
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how men can be saved through 
believing in Him.” God pity you if 
you are turning this message 
down. Some day He will turn_you 
down, for He says in His Word, 
“Because I. have called, and ye 
have refused; I have stretched out 
my hands and no man regarded; 
but ye have set at nought all my 
counsel, and would none of my re- 
proof: I also will laugh at your 
calamity, I will mock when your 
fear cometh” (Prov. 1:24-26). God 
grant that you may not at last 
be exposed to such a doom. Do not 
turn it down; do not go away with 
a cold, careless sneer and say, “It 
is nothing to me.” 


The Deferrers 

The second class said, “We will 
HEAR THEE AGAIN of this matter.” 
They are the procrastinators. You 
may not be mocking; possibly you 
would not sneer at the Gospel mes- 
sage. You fully intend to be saved 
some day; you are saying, “We 
will hear you again; we are not 
ready to close with Christ today. 
There is so much to occupy heart 
and mind these days; some other 
time. Let gis alone for ‘the present. 
Sometime we will’ give attention 
to these things.’”’ Remember the 
old saying: “‘Procrastination is the 
thief of time.” There is a Span- 
ish proverb which says, “The road 
of by and by leads to the town of 


never.’ How many have taken that 
road, have said, “By and by—some 
other day,”’ and have gone on and 
on, until at last they have reached 
the other world, hopelessly lost, 
and that for ever! 
The Cleavers 
The third class, “Howbeit cer- 


tain men clave unto him, and be- 


lieved.””’ What a blessed testimony! 
God has recorded the names of 
two of them, one man and one 
woman, Dionysius and Damaris, 
who accepted the message pro- 
claimed that day. 

Men have an idea that what 
sinners need is more cu!ture, mor: 
refinement. But if polite culture 
could have saved the world, Greece 
would have saved it long ago. But 
Greece went all to pieces in spite 
of its culture. It was the Gospe! of 
the grace of God that saved the 
ancient world from ruin. And it 
is the Gospel of the Lord Jesus 
Christ that saves men today. I 
bring before you these two ex- 
amples, Dionysius and Damar 
and I beg you to follow whe m as 
they followed Christ; believe th 
message, and go on rejoicing in 
Him. 

My Decision for Christ 

If you who read this have never 
definitely taken Christ as your 
own Saviour, if there has never 


been a clear transaction between 
you and Him when you admitted 
yourself a poor, lost, condemned 
sinner, then the editor begs you 
to have that settled now. Christ 
died for you, and is risen to save 
you. Will you MOCK, as did some 
at Athens when Paul preached? 
Will you DEFER, postpone. the 
matter, as some so wickedly did 
then, losing their souls, or will you 
BELIEVE and CLEAVE to the 
Lord, trusting Him for forgiveness 
and salvation? If today you will 
repent of your sin, accept Christ 
and trust Him alone for forgive- 
ness, will you sign this letter and 
mail it to the editor, or write a 
letter or card in your own words? 
If you wi!l I will be glad to write 
you a personal letter and send you 
further encouragement and help 
to live for Christ.

manner that his words become the 
tool of nearly every soul winner 
to this day. David writes the very 
words that the Son of David will 
one day utter on the cross. 


When the fullness of. time ar- 
rives, angels announce the royal 
birth to Mary and then on the 
night of His birth they herald the 
good tidings to shepherds on the 
hillside. God who placed the stars 
in their places at His word in cre- 
ation, speaks again and places one 
more star to guide the wise men 
to Bethlehem. 


At the baptism of Jesus the 
heavens open and the voice of the 
Father is heard in testimony of 
His deity : “This is my beloved 
Son, in whom I am well pleased.” 
At the transfiguration, and again 
when certain Greeks seek Him, the 
voice speaks from above declaring 
His Sonship. Signs multiply. The 
lame are made to walk; the deaf 
to hear; the blind to see. But, ac- 
cording to Jesus’ own testimony, 
the sign of signs was to be His 
victory over death (John 2:13-21). 
“Then answered the Jews and said 
unto him, What sign shewest thou 
unto us, seeing that thou doest 
these things? Jesus answered and 
said unto them, Destroy this tem- 
ple, and in three days I will raise 
it up. Then said the Jews, Forty 
and six years was this temple in 
building, and wilt thou rear it up 
in three days? But he spake of 
the temple of his body.” 


Death could never stand in the 
presence of the Lord Jesus. 


Whether He be calling dead Laza- 
rus from the tomb, entering the 
bedroom of Jairus’ daughter to 
take her lifeless hand, or restoring 
to the mourning widow her son, 
near the city of Nain, death must 
always flee at His appearing. Even 
so death could not hold Him in its 
grasp. Peter said concerning 
Christ’s death: “. . . it was not 
possible that he should be holden 
of it” (Acts 2:24). 


Do you see how His resurrec- 
tion declares His deity? It is not 
hard to accept the vjrgin birth 
if you believe in the resurrection. 
One is no more biologically im- 
possible than the other. It is no 
trick to turn water to wine if one 
can turn death to life. Is it diffi- 
cult to open eyes closed in blind- 
ness, if you can open eyes closed 
in death? 


Truly the resurrection is the 
guarantee of our Saviour. He is 
all that He said He was. He is a! 
that He promised to be. He is able 
to save and to keep. 


II. The Guarantee of Our 
Salvation 

“And if Christ be not raised 
your faith is vain; ye are yet in 
your sins’’—I Cor. 15:17. 

There is always something 
frightening about this verse. When 
I come to it, I like to hurry on 
to verse 20 where I hear Paul’s 
shout of assurance. I do not like 
to dwell on uncertainties. 

The “ifs” of Paul’s argument 
send a chill to my spine. “Jf Christ 


be not raised, your faith is vain: 
ye are yet in your sins. Then they 
also which are fallen asleep in 
Christ are perished. Jf in this life 
only we have hope in Christ, we 
are of all men most miserable. 

I am glad our faith does not 
settle in ifs and negatives. “But 
now is Christ risen from the dead” 
(I Cor; 15:20). Just as no resur- 
rection means death and misery, so 
resurrection means life and sure 
salvation. My faith is not vain! 
Christ arose! I am not in my sins! 
Christ arose! Our hope in Christ 
is not only for this life but for 
eternity, and we are of all men 
most blessed! Christ arose! The 
resurrection is the guarantee of 
our salvation, 


Ill. The Guarantee of Our 
Similar Resurrection 


“But now is Christ risen from 
the dead, and become the first- 
fruits of them that slept”—I Cor. 
15:20. 


Celebration of the resurrection 
of Jesus at this time ought to be 
not only a looking backward to 
that resurrection morning, but also 
a leoking forward to the Lord’s 
return, when every Christian will 
experience a similar resurrection. 
“For as in Adam all die, even so 
in Christ shall all be made alive. 
But every man in his own order: 
Christ the firstfruits; afterward 
they that are Christ’s at his com- 
ing” (I Cor, 15:22, 23). 

The grave of a Christian is not 
a place of despair but a place of 
expectation, for that very grave 
will one day open and the saint 
emerge in a glorified body. “Be- 
loved, now are we the sons of God, 
and it doth not yet appear what

we shall be: but we know that 
when he shall appear, we shall be 
like him: for we shall see him as 
he is’ (I John 3:2). 


I came around the corner of our 
house one day to find my four- 
year-old in tears. He had stepped 
on a honey bee and was clutching 
his bare foot and screaming at the 
top of his voice. Finally he looked 
through his tears and said, “Dad- 
dy, that bee will never sting again. 
He has lost his stinger.”’ 


That is what happened at the 
cross one day. Death drove its 
stinger into the Son of God. But 
death could not hold Him. He 
stepped forth the Victor over 
death and the grave. Death has 
no stinger left for me, for I have 
trusted Him as my Saviour. I can 
say with Paul, “O death, where is 
thy sting? O grave, where is thy 
victory? Thanks be to God which 
giveth us the victory through our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” 

Let us rejoice in our Saviou 
Let us rest in our salvation. Le! 
us look forward with anticipation 
to our similar resurrection. Thes2 
are the rights and privileges of 
the Christian, guaranteed by Go’ 
in the resurrection_of Jesus Christ 
from the dead.
